Howe, announced this morning. Dr. 
Howe said that the 84-year-oid in- 
ventor’s mental condition was 
“lethargic.” 

Although he had a fair night he 
refused to eat and this was de- 
scribed as “‘very bad” by Dr. Howe. 
Edison now is carried from his 
bed to his chair. Dr. Howe = said. 
Up until yesterday, he could walk 
the several feet between them, as- 
sisted by his attendants. 

Edison is suffering from gastric 
ulcers and uremic poisoning which 
is slowly spreading. 

Edison showed some improve- 
ment yesterday. He seemed to en- 
joy milk toast and _ stewed fruit 
more than usual and conversed 
with his wife for several minutes. 
The inventor asked about his con- 
dition although his son, Charles, 
said his father did not appear wor- 
ried.

STIMSON, BORAH DISCUSS 
INTERNATIONAL PROBLEMS 


Disarmament is Major Topic of 
Luncheon Conversation at 
Secretary's Home.

SHANGHAI, Oct. 6.—Col. and 
Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh left the 
British aircraft carrier Hermes at 
Woosung late today after having 
received word of the death of the 
latter’s father, Senator Dwight W. 
Morrow, and immediately motored 
18 miles to the American Consul- 
ate-General here. 

A launch took the pair to shore 
from the aircraft carrier. which 
had carried them and their disabled 
plane from Hankow. The plane 
was damaged last week when it 
capsized after being lowered from 
the Hermes, ,and Col. and Mrs. 
Lindbergh were thrown into the 
Yangtze River. 

In order to insure the greatest 

possible privacy, the time and place 
of the Lindberghs’ landing was not 
nnounced. Only American Consul- 
General Cunningham, Mrs. Cun- 
ningham, Consul Paul R. Hosselyn, 
Brigadier-General E. B. McNaugh- 
ten, chairman of the Shanghai Mu- 
nicipal Council, and six newspaper 
men were at-+the Customs - jetty 
when the Lindberghs came ashore. 
Asked whether he planned to 
continue his gerial tour, Lindbergh 
said: “Under the circumstances I 
would rather wait a little while be- 
fore making any announcement.” 
Mrs. Lindbergh, showing evidence 
of shock, was accompanied to a 
waiting limousine by Mrs. Cunning- 
ham. 
Rain began to fall as the Lind- 
berghs were greeted at the top of 
the rickety stairway leading to the 
jetty. Woosung is a drab water- 
front village consisting mostly of 
mud nuts. The Colonel stopped a 
moment to see the baggage stored 
in a motor car, said thanks and 
good-by to the officers of the 
Hermes and then, with the Consul- 
General, joined Mrs. Lindbergh and 
Mrs. Cunningham. 

Lindbergh said he would with- 
hold any announcement as _ to 
whether the Far Eastern flight 
would be continued pending the 
dispatch of several cablegrams to 
America and arrival of the an- 
swers. Among the messages. re- 
ceived was one from Mrs. Morrow 
to her daughter saying she need 
not hasten home.

Ten Depositories in West Virginia 
and Pennsylvania Closed.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 6.—Ten 
banks and trust companies in West 
Virginia and Pennsylvania closed 
their doors yesterday. 

Five of the suspensions were in 
Washington County, Pa., and fol-

Tele- 
phone calls and telegrams poured 
in from the city and other parts of 
the country. 
Esteemed for his ability, sincerity 
and rare understanding of Mexi- 
cans and their problems, demon- 
strated during his term as Ambas- 
sador, Senator Morrow was unani- 
mously referred to as one of Mexi- 
co's greatest friends. 
The Senate held special session 
to draw up a note of regret to the 
American Senate. Gen. Plutarco E. 
Calles, whose friendship with the 
late Senator was one of the features 
of Senator Morrow’s three years in 
Mexicd, telephoned the Embassy 
from his ranch near Monterrey. 
“Mexico has lost a very good 
friend and the United States has 
lost a great man,” he said. The 
Senate referred to Senator Morrow 
as “the man who comprehended 
the Mexican people.” 
Foreign Secretary Genaro Estra- 
da said he regarded Senator Mor- 
row as one of the men who had 
done most to establish a close un- 
derstanding between Mexico and 
the United States. 
President Ortiz Rubio and Mrs. 
Ortiz Rubio wired their regrets and 
sympathy to Mrs. Morrow. United 
States Ambassador J. Reuben Clark 
said that in Senator Morrow’s 
death the United States had lost a 
great spirit and Mexico an under- 
standing and sympathetic friend. 
The Embassy flag was lowered to 
half-staff. 
In expressing the regrets of the 
Catholic Church, Mgr. Leopoldo 
Ruiz y Flores, apostolic delegate, 
recalled that Senator Morrow had 
paved the way, by his unofficial 
good offices, for termination of the 
Church-State conflict which for 
three years had kept Mexico in 
turmoil.

at his bedside when death came. 
His secretary had become alarmed 
two hours earlier when efforts to 
arouse the Senator failed. He never 
regained consciousness. 

Morrow’s family had been aware 
for some time that he had been 
subject to heart attacks. During 
the summer his exercise was re- 
stricted by his physician because of 
loss of weight, but he built up his, 
strength during a vacation in 
Maine. The Senator suffered a 
heart attack Sept. 10 while attend- 
ing a luncheon. After a short rest 
in bed he received a caller, with 
whom he conversed for two hours 
without mentioning illness. 

Senator Morrow spoke extempo- 
raneously Sunday night before the 
Federation for the Support of Jew. 
ish Philanthropic Societies and then 
motored from New York to his 
home here. 

It was after midnight before he 
retired. He made no complaint at 
that time about his feeling ill, and 
because he had been in the habit 
recently of arising late, his secre- 
tary, Arthur S. Springer, was not 
alarmed when he went to the Sen- 
ator’s bedroom at 11 o’clock this 
morning and found him apparently 
sleeping soundly. 

Doctors Held No Hope. 


Mrs. Morrow was playing golf 
at a nearby country club when the 
news of her husband’s conditicn 
was brought to her. She hurried 
‘~home from the links to find the 
Senator dying. 

About half an hour before the 
end came, a delegation of aviation 
enthusiasts appeared at the gates 
of the Morrow estate to keep a 
luncheon engagement which had 
been made several days ago. 

Dr. Walter Phillips and Dr. Alvin 
Cloud of Englewood and Dr. Nellis 
B. Foster of New.York, who were 
summoned by the Senator’s secre- 
tary, shook their heads when they 
arrived and said death was only a 
matter of a few hours. 

Senator Morrow referred to the 
“terrific strain” he had undergone 
recently and his need for rest after 
making the speech in New York 
Sunday night, it became known 
after his death, 

Following his address at the din- 
ner, he was asked by Max Abelman, 
an officer of the Brooklyn federa- 
tion, to address that organization 
some time in the future. Morrow 
replied: “I have been under a 
terrific strain recently because of 
the New Jersey election. I need a 
rest now.” 


His Philosophy of Life. 

His rule in life, from the time he 
attended Amherst College as a 
classmate of Calvin Coolidge, to the 
time of his death, when he alpeady 
had achieved fame, riches, position, 
honor and the regard of his coun- 
trymen, was “don’t take yourself 
too darned seriously.” That was 
his answer to friends urging him 
for the presidency. 

President Hoover, attending the 
world serics game at Philadelphia, 


was not told of Senator. Morrow's 


death until he was about to return 
to Washington. Later the Presi- 
dent said: 

‘The country has suffered a 
great loss. His loyal and generous 
character as a neighbor and a 
friend; his public spirit as a citizen; 
his services during the war; his ac- 
complishments as Ambassador. to 
Mexico; his unique contribution to 
the success of the London Naval 
Conference, are the record of that 
sort of an American who makes our 
country great.” 

Thousands of messages of con- 
dolence came to’ the Morrow home 
on the outskirts of this city. Many 
hundreds of friends journeyed to 
the home to express personally 
their grief. 

A police guard was posted about 
the Morrow estate last night as the 
crush of visitors continued to grow. 
Only members of Congress, New 
Jersey State officials, banking as- 
sociates of Senator Morrow an‘1 
his own circle of friends and rela- 
tives were permitted to enter to 
pay their respects. 

With his death, the political sit- 
uation in New Jersey became tan- 
gled, for the time being. His loss 
stunned his colleagues, who récog- 
nized him as the leading Repub- 
lican opponent of prohibition. His 
Democratic rivals, who through- 
out the Senatorial campaign had 
never touched on or criticised his 
personal or political life in a single 

speech. sent their regrets to his 
family and to his party. 

Dwight Morrow, a comparative 
newcomer in politics, was dominant 
in New Jersey’s Republican circles. 
He was the one man, politicians 
admitted. who was greater in per- 
sonal popularity than the offices 
he hoped to win. 

The gubernatorial campaign in 
New Jersey between former Unit- 
ed States Senator Baird, whom Sen- 
ator Morrow succeeded, and former 
Gov. Harry A. Moore has been 
brought to an abrupt halt by his 
death. 

It was thought in political circles 
that either Baird, or Walter E. 
Edge, Ambassador to France, 
might be named by Gov. Larson 
as his successor. 

His wife, Elizabeth Reeve Cut- 
ter, three daughters, Elisabeth, 
Anne Lindbergh and Constance, 
and a son, Dwight W. Jr. survive. 

President Hoover telephoned 
from Washington last night and 
talked to a member of the Morrow 
family, 

Old friends of the family and 
men in public life continued to 
call at the Morrow home today.

FOUND GUILTY OF 
KILLING ROMER 


Detroit Jury Convicts Them 
of Pushing Man From 
Window — Verdict Car- 
ries Life Sentences.

FOR EMBEZZLER 
ON GUILTY PLEA 


M. T. Weiler, Accused in 37| 


Indictments of Pecula- 
tions Totaling $136,000, 
Begins Prison Term. 


Monroe T. Weiler, charged with 
peculations aggregating $136,985 in 
the operation of the Bell and Tollin 
finance companies in Belleville, be- 
came convict No. 10,129 in the 
Southern Illinois penitentiary at 
Chester yesterday afternoon. 

At noon he had appeared before 
Circuit Judge Bernreuter in cham- 
bers at the St. Clair County court- 
house and pleaded guilty to one of 
37 indictments brought against him. 
The specific charge to which he 


admitted guilt was embezzlement 
of $13,685, for which he was sen- 
tenced to serve:one to 10 years in 
prison. 

The plea was preceded by a con- 
ference with State’s Attorney Lin- 
dauer in which Weiler participated 
with his lawyer, his wife and his 
mother and father, Mr. and Mrs. 
Abraham W. Weiler. In the engsu- 
ing hour every movement, including 
Weiler’s plea in chambers, and his 
secret exit from the courthouse 
under guard, was planned to avoid 
public notice. , 

Greeted by Another Embezzler. 

Weiler was accompanied to the 
penitentiary by a deputy and by 
his friends, Elmer Baldus and Ar- 
thur Davis of Belleville. First man 
to greet him at Chester Peniten- 
tiary was Walter Ruediger, former 
Belleville real estate dealer, who 
was sent there on a similar charge 
and sentence in September, 1929, 
after prosecuting officials had es- 
timated his peculations§ totaled 
more than $200,000. Ruediger is 
employed in the dressing-in room 
at the prison. 

The 36 indictments remaining 
against Weiler on the Belleville 
court record will be stricken from 
the docket with leave to reinstate, 
State’s Attorney Lindauer an- 
nounced. 

Gambling had been given by 
members of Weiler’s family as the 
reason for his downfall in the man- 
agement of the two finance com- 
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MONROE T. WEILER. 


panies which were backed finan- 
cially by his father, a retired cloth- 
ing merchant. The elder Weiler 
was president of both companies 
but Monroe Weiler was in active 
charge of both and operated them 
under one-man control. 


The Weiler family owned control 
of the stock of the companies, al- 
though the list of stockholders in- 
cludes the names of about 300 indi- 
viduals. The audit leading to the 
information on which the indict- 
ments were based was made at the 
instruction of stockholders when 
the 6 per cent dividend of the Bell 
company was passed in January. It 
was at the same period that the 
younger Weiler, who is 37 years 
old, was organizing the Iollin com- 
pany to take over the older con- 
cern.

Investors in the two companies 
told St. Clair County officials they 
had put their money into the en- 
terprises because of the high repu- 
tation of the older Weiler and be- 
cause they were satisfied that his 
son was following in his footsteps. 
When the loan companies, which 
specialized in financing automobile 
sales, appeared on the verge of col- 
lapse, Monroe Weiler organized the 
Federal Discount Insurance Agency,

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BRUNK ON STAND 
AT BRIAN TRA 


Testifies He Paid Legislator 
$400 Bribe for Aid in Im-. 
peachment Case. | 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 6.—The 
trial of State Representative Ed- 
ward L. Britain of Greene County, 
on a charge of corruptly accepting 
a bribe of $400 from State Treas- 
urer Larry Brunk during the ses- 
sion of the 1981 Legislature, began 
today in Cole County Circuit Court. 

The following jury was selected 
to try Britain, Henry C. Hentges, 
J. K. Smith, Andrew Shannon, Ker 
Hagner, Dell Simmons, A. Preng=r, 
J. A. Farmer and Vincent Loethan, 
all farmers; Charles Hadwick, goif 
club groundkeeper; Pete Prenvyer, 
barber; Bryan Linville, retired rall- 
road brakeman, and J. H. Polson, 
retired policeman. ee 

Sam W. Wear. of Springfield, 
chief counsel for Britain, in his 
opening statement to the jury 
charged Britain had been the vic- 
tim of a “frame-up” and that it 
was intended to aid Brunk in head- 
ing off a report by the House In- 
vestigating Committee recommend- 
ing impeachment of the _ State 
Treasurer. He said the defense 
would prove that Brunk called in 
newspaper reporters after Brtiain 
was arrested before he notified any 
of the police or prosecuting offi- 
cials of Cole County or Jefferson 
City. He asserted the defense 
would prove that Brunk had made 
a statement that he would ,get” 
every member of the Investigating 
Committee in some manner, 

Prosecuting Attorney Sevier sadi 
the State would prove that Britain 
had solicited payments and that 
$400 in marked currency was 
given Britain by Brunk as the first 
installment cf a bribe of $2000. 

Brunk First Witness. 

Treasurer Brunk, the first wit- 
ness called by the State, testified 
that Britain. with whom he had 
been accounted for several years, 
talked to Brunk about the investi- 
gating committee several times, 
after it was appointed and Britain 
had been made a member. He 
testified that about last January 
21, Britain told him the matter 
could “be handled easily with a 
little money,” and that a majority 
of the committee of seven mem- 
bers could be “handled” for $500 
each or a total of $2000. 

He stated Britain called on him 
at his office in the Capitol late 
the afternoon of Jan. 26. Ee said 
several other conferences had been 
held since the proposal first was 
broached. Brunk said he _ told 
Britain he could pay $400 at once, 
$600 on the first of February, and 
the remaining $1000 on Feb. 5. 

Brunk said Britain stated, “I 
guess that will be all right.”” Brunk 
said he fhen handed Britain a roll 
of currency, containing one $100 
bill and 15 other bills, each of $20 
denomination, most of which had 
been marked or the serial numbers 
recorded. He said Britain put the 
roll of bills in an inner coat pock- 
et, “reached for his hat and left." 
Britain was arrested by Capitol po- 
liceman A. H. Shatzer as he walked 
out of Brunk’s office. Shatzer had 
been posted in the corridor outside 
the office by Brunk. 

Circuit Judge Stillwell sustained 
a defense objection to a statement 
by Brunk that “I merely gave the 
money to Britain to expose the at- 
tempted extortion.” 

The Judge ordered a two-hour 


recess, before Brunk completed his] 


direct examination, to enable mem- 
bers of tle jury, the attorneys and 
court attaches to listen to radio re- 
ports of the world series game. 
Threw Currency on Floor 

When Britain was arrested he 
threw to the floor a roll of curren- 
cy which was found to contain 
$400. Markings on the bills corre- 
sponded to a list of markings 
Brunk had in his office and the 
Treasurer asserted the bills in the 
roll were the ones he had given 
Britain, 

Britain denied soliciting or ac- 
cepting money from Brunk and 
asserted that as he was leaving 
Brunk’s office a man he could not 
describe handed him a small pack- 
age, which he placed in an inner 
coat pocket without looking at it. 
When he was arrested Britain said 
he suspected he was being 
“framed” and threw the package— 
the roll of currency—to the floor. 

Britain, 43 years old; a Repub- 
lican, was serving his second term 
in the house. His home is in Re- 
public, Mo., and he is engaged in 
the insurance business.

Thirty-two years later the then 
President of the United States 
helped make his prophecy come 
true by naming his classmate as 
Ambassador to Mexico, a post 
which brought Mr. Morrow an in- 
ternational reputation ‘and paved 
the way for his election as United 
States Senator from New Jersey. 

But previously the Coolidge es- 
timate had been vindicated by Mr. 
Morrow’s successful career, first in 
law, then as a member of the 
banking firm of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. and as an adviser to the Allied 
Maritime Transport Council in the 
World War days of 1918. This lat- 
ter activity lasted only 11 months, 
but it brought him the Distin- 
guished Service Medal of the Unit- 
ed States and citations from 
France, Italy and Greece. Gen. 
John J. Pershing described Mr. 
Morrow’s work in connection with} 
the military supply aspects of the /\ 
work as “exceptionally meritori- 
ous,” a judgment which was 
echoed by Gen. Charles G. Dawes. 

And after Calvin Coolidge had 
left the White House, President 
Hoover confirmed the judgment of 
his predecessor as to the Morrow 
talents and capabilities, by naming 
the Ambassador as a member of the 
American delegation to the five- 
Power London naval conference of 
1930. There he and Gen. Dawes, 
the latter being then Ambassador to 
the Court of St. James, specialized 
on the Franco-Italian naval prob- 
lem and it was said that 1t was no 
fault of theirs that the ultimate 
treaty, in the drafting of which Mr. 
Morrow took a leading part, did not 
become a five-Power pact instead 
of being limited to the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan.

He had 
been selected for the Republican 
nomination months before at a pri- 
mary which saw him roll up a plu- 
rality of more than 400,000 votes 
over two opponents, the big victory 
being attributed mainly to his stand 
against continuation of the prohi- 
bition experiment in the United} 
States. 


In that pronouncement he advo- 
cated repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment. He also proposed 
that control of the liquor business 
should be entrusted to the indi- 
vidual states.

tors of a railroad included in one 
consolidation System will not be 
permitted under an Interstate Com- 
merce Commission ruling today to 
hold a directorship in a railroad 
included in another system. 
Rejecting the’ application of 
Frank C. Rand of St. Louis, for 
permission to become a director of 
the St. Louis-San Francisco Rail- 
way while continuing to hold a dl- 
rectorship in the Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago & St. Louis Railway, 
the Commission said: 

“We are of the opinion that the 
public intetest will be served in 
greatest measure if complete inde- 
pendence and impartiality can be 
secured and maintained between 
systems generally, although direct- 
ly serving different territories. 
“Under our proposed consolida- 
tion plan, the Eastern trunk line 
Systems will connect and _  inter- 
change traffic at Chicago, Omaha, 
Kansas City and St. Louis with oth- 
er systems directly serving the 
Northwest, the West and the South- 
west. 

“In many cases the systems will 
have the elections between two or 
more connecting systems for the 
routing of traffic. 

“The .law specifically requires 
that carriers establish and maintain 
non-discriminatory facilities and 
practices in the matter of traffic 
interchange with their connections 
and it seems apparent that the per- 
formance of this obligation will be 
best insured by the preservation of 
the independence of each system.” 
The Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago & St. Louis is a part of the 
New York Central system. The St. 
Louis-San Francisco is a part of 
the Rock Island.

IN TAKING HER SON 


Ex-Wife of F. V. Armistead 
Charged With Removing 
Boy to Florida. 


Attorneys for Frederick V. Armi- 
stead, industrial engineer for the 
Union Electric Light & Power Co., 
today filed a motion for a contempt 
citation against his divorced wife, 
Mrs. Katherine Collins Armistead, 
for taking their four-year-old son, 
Frederick V. Jr., away from S&t.

Mrs. Armistead obtained the 
child last Saturday for 24 hours 
under permission of the court and 
failed to return him to his father 
Sunday evening.

miss all actions which she had in- 
stituted here to get custody of the 
child. 

Divorce decrees have been 
granted to each parent, giving 
each of them custody of the child, 
and a Juvenile Court Judge in 
Miami last spring gave custody of 
the boy to the paternal grand- 
mother, Mrs. May V. Armistead, 
6220 Rosebury avenue, 

The first divorce action was 

brought in Miami last February by 
the child’s mother, who is a daugh- 
ter of Brigadier-General Edgar T. 
Collins of the United States Army. 
Then followed the action in juven- 
ile court where the boy’s grand- 
mother obtained custody. The 
child was brought to St. Louis as 
a result of that action. 
Subsequently Armistead filed 
suit for divorce but dismissed his 
suit and started another action at 
Hermann, Mo., his former home, In 
July Mrs, Armistead obtained a di- 
vorce in Miami and got custody of 
the child.

VALLEY OF CHINA 


Cabinet Warns Nationals in 
Unprotected Areas as An- 
ti-Tokio Feeling Is Re- 
ported Gaining.

By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Oct. 6.—The Japanese 
Naval Office today ordered its 
fighting squadrons at the naval 
bases of Kure and Sasebo to pre- 
pare for mobilization. 

It was announced tonight that 
300 members of the Japanese 
landing force at Shanghai would 
be sent to Hankow on the arrival 
of the cruiser Tokiwa at the latter 
city with bluejacket reinforce- 
ments. This action was deemed 
necessary in view of reports of in- 
creasing anti-Japanese disturbances 
in South China. 

The Cabinet decided to caution 
Japanese subjects in the unpro- 
tected Yangtze Valley districts to’ 
withdraw to Hankow and Shang- 
hai. 

The Tokio Government took the 
position that the Chinese had failed 
to observe treaty provisions con- 
cerning the protection of Japanese 
and the Foreign Office filed a pro- 
test with the Chinese Government 
at Nanking. 

The Government announced that 
four cruisers, 24 destroyers and one 
airplane carrier were ready to start 
for China on short notice in case 
of emergency. 

It was explained that Japanese 
troops already in Shanghai num- 
bered only 700 and that other na- 
tions were maintaining much larg- 
er forces than that. France shas 
about 13,800, Great Britain ‘2300 
and the United States 1265. 

Shanghai dispatches yesterday 
said two destroyers had arrived to 
strengthen the Japanese flotilla on 
the Yangtze River and that two 
other Japanese warships were on 
their way there. ~ 


OUSTED PORTO RICAN MAYOR 


ACCUSES GOV, ROOSEVELT | 


Charges Him With ‘ Extravagant 
and Unlawful Expenditure of 
Public Funds. 


By the Associated Press. 
SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Oct. 6. 


—Today’s newspapers published a 
letter from former Mayor Roberto 
H. Todd to Gov. Theodore HRoose- 
velt, charging the Governor with 
extravagant and unlawful expendi- 
tures at his official residence, La 
Fortaleza. 

The former Mayor, who served 
six terms, was recently legislated 
out of office under a law spon- 
sored by the Governor and de- 
ecribed by Todd’s adherents as un- 
just, asserts that he wrote the lIct- 
ter so that the Governor’s “whole 
record” might be known in view of 
reports that he is to be appointed 
Governor-General of the Phillip- 
pines. Bills certified by the Gov- 
ernment auditor, he wrote, show 
the Governor “has been making 
the people of Porto HKico pay for 
his family’s personal expenses 
which should have been paid by 
the Governor himself.” 

The letter charged the Governor 
appointed a member of the Senate 
to attend a convention of the 
American Federation of Labor at 
Vancouver, appropriating $1900 of 
Government money to defray his 
expenses. 

“The Governor,” said the letter, 
“should have been more frank and 
should have stated that this pay- 
ment was for the Socialist f£ena- 
tor’s servile support of the Roose- 
velt administration.”’

_EW YORK, Oct. 6.—Gov. The- 
odore Roosevelt of Porto Rico to- 
day characterized as “political 
sour grapes’ the charges made by 
former Mayor Roberto H. Todd, of 
San Juan. 

The Governor said: “The state- 
ment made by former Mayor Todd 
is a direct lie. It is made by dis- 
gruntled politician who lost his job 
by the action of the Porto Rican 
Legislature because of the ineffi- 
ciency of his administration.

When the Cardinals’ brilliant 
young outfielder made three hits 
off Lefty Grove, in the first game 
of the series and then continued his 
good work in Philadelphia, the out- 
of-town fans and writers began 
asking the question, “Who is this 
Martin,” but the veteran Barrett 
only smiled. . 

Touted Martin for Yea 

And Barrett had a good reason 
to smile. For several years Bar- 
rett had been touting Martin as a 
wonderful major league prospect. 
And until the spring of this year, 
Barrett was about the only man in 
the Cardinal organization, from 
Owner Sam Breadon down, who 
ever took Martin seriously as a ball 
player. | 
“He has speed and power, he can 
hit and he has a wonderful arm,” 
Barrett would repeat. But some- 
how Martin never seemed to get 
going until a series of accidents left 
Rochester’s roster almost depleted 
of outfielders in the spring of 
1930. 

“Pepper” started the 1930 sea- 
son with Houston. Just another 
player. He had been with the Car- 
dinals on trial a couple of times, 
but never made the grade. He was 
no longer a youngster, in the or- 
dinary baseball sense of the word, 
having reached the age of 26. 


Rochester sent out @ eall for 
outfielders. Houston offered 
Rochester “Pepper” Martin, and 
the Rochester farm of the Cardi- 
nals took Martin simply because it 
couldn’t get anyone else. They 
planned to keep him till the injured 
players returned to the game, and 
then send him back to Texas. But 
“Pepper” had other ideas. Here 
was his chance. He got off to a 
good start, making two and three 
hits almost every day for the first 
couple of weeks. Rochester 
thought he was just a flash, but 
when the season ended, “Pepper” 
had compiled an average of ,363 in 
125 games, his extra base hits in- 
cluding 33 doubles, 18 triples and 
20 home runs. And he had that 
something which doésn’t show in 
the averages—color. * , 

Last spring Martin made good 
with the Cardinals and in June he 
took the center field job away 
from Taylor Douthit, classed as one

of the greatest outfielders in the 
game. At last they began to take 
“Pepper” Martin seriously. No 
longer did his teammates refer to 
him as “the busher.”” He had won 
himself a place on the team sheer- 
ly on his efforts. It was a tough 
climb, but he finally reached the 
heights during summer and clinch- 
ed his rights to fame on Friday aft- 
ernoon. 

Martin, Gives Barrett Credit. 

After his great game Friday Pep- 
per sought out Barrett. Barrett, of 
course shook hands with Pepper 
and congratulated him. But Pep- 
per. had something else on his 
mind. He wanted to thank Barrett 
for his confidence in him and want- 
ed Barrett to know that it pleased 
him to play a great game, if for no 
other reason than that Barrett had 
stuck to him through thick and 
thin. 

Martin is “‘cocky.” He is not 
surprised that he made three hits 
off Grove and two off Earnshaw. 
Nor is he surprised that he stole 
three bases off the renowned 
Mickey Cochrane. But there is no 
swell-headedness about him. Mar- 
tin believes in himself. His dispo- 
sition has not changed since mak- 
ing g00d in the majors. In other 
words, Martin was “a regular fel- 
low” when Barrett picked him up 
six years ago, arid he’s still the 
same regular fellow today. 

Started Otit as a Pitcher. ; 

Martin was a pitcher back in 
1923. Born in Temple, Ok., Feb, 
9, 1904, he signed with Ardmore as 
a hurler, but the following season 
was with the Greenville, Tex., club

as an outfielder. In 1925 Martin 
played sécohd base most of the 
year. It was at Ardmore that Bar- 
rett found him. 

After watching Martin in séveral 
contests Barrett was convinced he 
was a diamond in the rough. He 
had speed, power, a good arm and 
he ¢ould hit. Those are the quali-~ 
ties a scout 106Ks for ih a young 
ballplayer. He might strike out’ 
often; he might make errors 
bad plays. But it he has the latent 
ability, the scouts will take him, 
turning him over to a manager to 
bring out the best that is in him. 

Barrett put his stamp of ap- 
proval on Martin and wired a reéc- 
ommendation of purchase to Branch 
Rickey in St. Louis. Rickey, rely- 
ing on Barrett's judgment, put the 
deal through and Martin was 
farmed out to the Fort Smith ciub 
in the Western Association. Fort 
Smith used Martin at shortstop the 
rest of the year; and in 1926 he ad- 
vanced to Syracuse. 

Failed at Syracuse. 

With Syracuse Martin played 
second base. He was erratic. “e 
swung at balls a yard away from 
the plate, kicked grounders and 
threw plenty of balis a mile over 
the first baseman’s head. So in 
1927 Martin dropped a peg to 
Houston. Houston realized Martin 
wasn't going anywhere as an in- 
fielder and shifted him to the out- 
fied. Martin had a fair season in 
1927, hitting .306 and stealing 36 
bares. The following year, due to 
Barrett’s pleadings, Martin was 
brought to the Cardinals. He dtdn’t 
get much of a chance, breaking 
into only a few games all year, and 
then only as a pinch runner. Ev- 
eryone knew he could run, but until 
this year nobody but Martin and 
Charley Barrett knew he could do 
anything else. 

Martin spent the 1928 season 
with the Cardinals, but in 1929 he 
was back with Houston. There he 
couldn't even hit .300, finishing the 
year with a .298 average. But he 
stole 43 bases and showed improve- 
ment as a fielder. Then came his 
chance with Rochester in the 
spring of 1930 and he has been 
getting better ever since. 

If there’s any one man respon- 
sible for Martin's’ succeess other 
than himself, it’s Barrett. It togk 
an infinite amount of patience ‘to 
stick to Martin all those years 
when everyone was calling him just 
another sher. Barrett, however 
insisted Martin had it in him to be 
a great baliplayer, and since the 
series opened Barrett has been say- 
ing “I told you so.” 

Martin wasn’t Charley's only 
player in Friday’s contest. Jiin 
Bottomley is one of Barrett's finds, 
too.

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Speculation on Possibility That 
G. 0. P. Insurgents May Throw 
1932 Election Into the House 


Movements in Some Western States for Inde- 
pendent Presidential Electors Gives 
/ Rise to Discussion. 


By CHARLES G. ROSS, 
Chief Washingtor- Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Word 
coming to Washington from the 
politically insurgent West, through 
one of the senatorial spokesmen of 
the independent Republicans in 
Congress, has. started speculation 
on the possibility that the next 
presidential election will be thrown 
into the House of Representatives. 

The news is vague. It is simply 
that in some of the Western Re- 
publican states which have given 
evidence of -their dissatisfaction 
with the Hoover tariff and farm 
relief policies, moyements are un- 
der way to put up independent sets 
of presidential electors. These elec- 
tors, if successful in November 
over the regular Democratic -and 
Republican electors, would be free 
to vote as they pleased in the elec- 
toral college and conceivably 
might have enough strength to 
prevent the choice of a President 
by that body. 

An independent crusade of this 
kind is hard to get under way, but 
the task is not impossible. By one 
means and another, La Follette in 
1924 managed to get his electors 
on the ballot in nearly all _ the 
states of the Union. If the plan 
described by the Western Senator 
is carried out, even in small degree, 
it will open up nterveting possi- 
bilities. 

Thrown Into House Twice. 

The Constitution provides, in the 
twelfth amendment, that if no can- 
didate for President receives a ma- 
jority in the electoral college, the 
House of Representatives. shall 
proceed to.elect a President from 
the highest three on the list. Thus, 
whenever there are more than two 
candidates there is the mathemat- 
ical chance that the election will 
be thrown into the House. 

The House on two occasions has 
chosen the President. In 1801 
Thomas Jefferson and Aaron Burr 
were tied in the electoral college. 
The House balloted without  ad- 
journment for seven days, and on 
the thirty-sixth ballot elected Jef- 
ferson. The second such election 
occurred in 1825, when Andrew 
Jackson, Democrat, and John Quin- 
cy Adams, Republican, were the 
leading contenders. Jackson had 
received 99 electoral votes - and 
Adams 84. Adams, nevertheless, 
was elected through the support 
thrown him in the House by Hen- 
ry Clay, who became his Secretary 
of State. 

Rumors of 1924 Recalled. 

The possibility that the election 
of 1924 would go into the House 
was a much-emphasized feature of 
that year’s campaign. It was early 
seen that John W. Davis had little 
or no chance to win in the elec- 
toral college. A great many peo- 
ple believed, however, that he had 
an excellent chance to roll up a 
total which, added to La Follette’s, 
would keep Coolidge from getting 
a majority. The further possibil- 
ity was seen that the House would 
become deadlocked and remain so 
over the fourth of March, thus 
opening the way for Charles W. 
Bryan, the Democratic vice prest- 
dential nominee, to sit in the White | 
House. 
ed, first, on such a deadlock, and, 
second, on his own election as Vice, 
President through a combination 
of Democratic and Insurgent Re- 
publican votes in the Senate, on 
which the choice of a Vice Presi- 
dent devolves when there is no 
electoral college majority.

When an election is thrown into 
the House, the voting ‘is by states 
and not by individuals.

43. A majority of the states, or 25, 
is necessary to a choice. 

Now it is quite conceivable that 
the next election might be thrown 
into the House by only a handf:il of 
votes for a third candidate. Sup- 
pose the race between the Demo- 
cratic and Republican nominees 
should be close. Suppose, for pur- 
poses of illustration, Mr. Hoover as 
the Republican nominee should re- 
ceive 256 electoral votes, the Dem- 
Ocratic nominee 259 wotes, and an 
independent candidate 25 votes-— 
made up, say, of the 13 votes of 
Wisconsin, the four of Idaho and 
the eight of Nebraska. In that 
case, since 266 votes are requir@d to 
elect, there would be no choice in 
the Electoral College and the bal- 
loting would be transferred to the 
House. The House would proceed 
to vote on all three candidates.

A study of the latest Commerce 
Department statistics shows that 
Rustian imports from the United 
Starce were $2,966.1€9 greater dur- 
ing June, July and August than 
they were in the corresponding 
period of 1930. The Chinese in- 
crease was $2,538,457. Shipments 
to Russia totaled $25,408,985 
against $22,442,816 a year ago.

Pur- 
chases from Russia were $3,262,- 
321, compared with $6,976,108 last 
year.

Then Marion 
Stephens came forward to say he had sold the re- 
volver to Harvey. In the net of circumstances, plus 
numerous identifications, Harvey confessed. Chief 
Gerk has mentioned Detective Sergeant Leonard 
Murphy and Detectives Detert, McGuire, Turner and 
Keller for special praise. It may be added, we be- 
lieve, that the accomplishment reflects credit on the 
city’s Police Department. 

The energy, persistence and professional common- 
sense in this instance are in striking contrast with 
the apathy, do-nothingism and professional dullness 
of the County Sheriff's office eight years ago in the 
murder of Deputy Constable Neu.

It is a fair deduction, we believe, that, if Officer 
Neu had been murdered on this side ofthe city limits, 
our police would have quickly solved the so-called 
mystery and the murderers would long since have 
been brought to justice. Indeed, they arrested one 
man against whom strong evidence was produced 
(and still exists) but the county was not interested. 
The Post-Dispatch recently published the evidence 
which points clearly to three of the men involved 
in the murder of Officer Neu. Tle county authorities 
know where these men are and what the evidence 
against them is. One of them is in prison for killing 
a policeman and is eligible for parole at any time. 
Another is in prison for the mail robbery and will 
also be eligible*for parole within three months. The 
third is at liberty, having been discharged from a 
seven-year penalty for robbery when he turned 
State’s evidence against the Egan gang at the mail 
robbery trial. At that trial he named the men who 
were in the Cadillac on the ride that resulted in the 
murder. 

Is it one thing to kill an officer in St. Louis and 
another thing.to murder an officer of the law in St. 
Louis County? If so, it ought not to be.

ada to the terminus. There was skillful piloting in 
bringing the craft through clouds and fog, through 
freezing strata where ice formed on the wings, 
through that sickening moment when the motor 
stopped as a gasoline tank ran dry. And there was 
a thrilling climax—a weary pilot, after 41 hours of 
strain, bringing safely to earth a plane whose landing 
gear had been cast off more than 4000 miles away. 

It was a flight that realized three years of aero- 
nautical aspiration, preceded by such difficulties as 
never before beset a pair of flyers. Since they start- 
ed from New York, July 28, on what was to have 
been a record-breaking world flight, misfortune had 
ridden in the cockpit. Bound for Moscow, they missed 
their course and landed in Wales. A forced landing 
in Siberfa put them out of the world race. Arriving 
in. Japan, their plane was confiscated and they were 
held as spies. Fines of $1025 each followed, then 
weeks of delay in seeking a permit to leave. Mean- 
while, their rivals, Moyle and Allen, took off, only 


to land on a Siberian island. But when Pangborn 
and Herndon had soothed the Japanese patriots, po- 
licemen, magistrates and bureaucrats who bedeviled 
them for so long, they gave the world a major avia- 
tion achievement. Their difficulties would have dis- 
heartened lesser men, and the accomplishment takes 


‘on added glory before the buffetings of fate that 


attended it. 
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POWER SITES IN MISSOURI. 

Apropos water power projects in Missouri and the 
right of the State to say when she does and when 
she does not want them, there is another point that 
is of the greatest importance: It is the surrender of 
title to dam sites in the navigable rivers of the State. 

No such surrender of title can be granted except 
by the Legislature. The power dams already built in 
the State are necessarily upon the property of the 
State. The Legislature has never surrendered title 
to them, and there is no reason why it ever should 
do so. The promoters of power dams are quite aware 
of this fact. They have never applied: to the Legis- 
lature for title to property occupied by their dams, 
and it is unlikely that if they ever did so the Legis- 
lature would grant it. The powers of the State in 
this particular constitute an invaluable safeguard, 
which should be zealously guarded. 

The whole subject of water power projects in Mis- 
souri is fortunately coming into the light. Chairman 
Smith of the Federal Power Commission thinks 
the Post-Dispatch was mistaken in saying that 
the Public Service Commission of Missouri has no of- 
ficial cognizance of applications for power sites on 
the Current River, but Chairman Stahl of our com- 
mission insists that this is the case. The point is of 
no importance, except as to the fact itself. It is, as we 
have said, the policy of the Federal Power Commis- 
sion to give the states an opportunity to exercise 
their rights in the location of power dams, and Chair- 
man Smith assures us that the commission jis in no 
case failing to do this. He says that, in the matter 
of applications for power dam sites on the Current 
River, notifications were sent by the commission to 
the Public Service Commission of Missouri and to 
Gov. Caulfield. 

What we are interested in is the preservation of 
the beautiful rivers of the Ozarks from mere ex- 
ploitation by dam site peddlers. There is no reason, 
so far as we know, for regretting the great dam on 
the Osage River. The Osage was in no sense com- 
parable to the Current River, which is one of 
the great natural curiosities of the State. The Cur- 
rent River is fed by innumerable springs, many of 
which would be flooded by dams. These springs are 
in themselves among the fine show pieces of the 
State. Moreover, it is cheaper to manufacture elec- 
tricity with coal plants, as the Union Electric is do- 
ing at Cahokia, than it is to transport power out of 
the Ozarks to manufacturing centers. The whole 
enterprise has no better motive than merely to get 
permits for dam sites and peddle those to the 
utilities. 
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DWIGHT MORROW. 

The untimely death of Dwight W. Morrow is a 
shock to our own country, as well as to Mexico, 
where he served as our Ambassador, and to the na- 
tions which participated in the London Naval Con- 
ference, of which he was one of the leading spirits. 

Mr. Morrow’s greatest public service was almost 
unique. Mr. Coolidge sent him to Mexico at a time 
when relations between the two republics were badly 
strained. Mr. Morrow proved himself a truly great 
negotiator and conciliator. When he left Mexico, he 
was followed by the gratitude of a people who hud 
unexpectedly found in him the great quality of fair- 
ness. There has never been any misunderstanding 
between Mexico and the United States from that day 
to this. Mr. Morrow said of his experience down 
there that after hearing the evidence he became con- 
vinced that in almost every controversy between the 
two countries the Mexicans were right. For a Wall 
Street banker, that was truly an agreeable surprise. 

Not every man’s opportunity for great public serv- 
ice is so fine as that. Nor is every man, as Mr. 
Morrow proved himself to be, capable of rising to it 
when it comes. 
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THE OLD BATTLER WINS. 

Burleigh Grimes was at his best yesterday, and 
when the old battler is at his best he is just about 
the best there is. He held the Athletics down to one 
hit for eight innings, and not until the ninth were 
they able to score. It was a great performance and, 
in part, but only in part, compensates him for last 
year. In the 1930 series, it will be remembered, Bur- 
leigh pitched two beautiful games, but was beaten 
both times. The experience, however, only sharpened 
the edge of the warrior’s desire to face the enemy 
again and only strengthened his confidence that he 
would beat them the next time out. He did. And 
the victory puts the Cardinals in the lead—the first 
time a National League team has held that advan- 
tage since the Cardinals vanquished the Yankees in 
the memorable struggle of 1926. Before the account 
can be squared, though, Burleigh will have to humble 
the Athletics again and if the series goes the full 
length of seven games, as many of the experts pre- 
dict, and Burleigh again appears in the box, the 
chances are all in favor of his coming through. For 
here is a first-class fighting man, who practices none 
of the amenities which diamond deportment has ac- 
quired, who looks upon the opposing team as deadly 
enemies, to whom a ball game is war to the knife 
and the knife to the hilt. That's Burleigh Grimes.

SHOW GUST OF GAS 


Ask State Board to Obtain 
Full Information on Dis- 
tribution of Natural Fuel 
Before Permitting Sale. 


By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Oct. 6.— 
Thirty-one Illinois municipalities 
joined yesterday in asking the Com- 
merce Commission to obtain all in- 
formation possible concerning the 
cost of transporting and distributing 
natural gas before sale of this gas is 
allowed in this State. 

All of the cities mentioned in the 
petition are located on gas lines of 
the Panhandle-Illinois Pipe Line or 
are now served by gas distributing 

utilities which propose to retail 
natural gas supplied by the Pan- 
handle company. The cities are: 

Springfield, Bloomington, Cham- 
paign, Havana, Jerseyville, Mason 
City, Pekin, Pittsfield, Taylorville, 
Bement, Danville, Beardstown, Clin- 
ton, Divernon, Kewanee, Monticello, 
Petersburg, Quincy, Sullivan, Vir- 
ginia, Peoria, Carrollton, Decatur, 
Jacksonville, Lincoln, Pana, Wast 
Peoria, Roodhouse, Tuscola, Bar- 
tonville, Rushville. 

According to the petition, the 
company assured the commission 
when application was made for a 
certificate that the information on 
cost would be provided when it be- 
came material in any proceedings 
toward the approval of prices. How- 
ever, the petition charges that the 
cities of Springfield, Peoria, Pekin, 
East Peoria and Bartonville have 
not succeeded in obtaining the in- 
formation in cases before the com- 
mission. 

The petition stated the proper 
time for production of such infor- 
mation is before any rates are per- 
mitted to go into effect, and before 
natural gas is substituted for arti- 
ficial gas in Illinois communities. 
It continued with the declaration 
that the commission can compel 
the showing of cost. 

The petition asked that the com- 
panies be compelled to produce 
their corporate books and records 
showing the location of the pipe 
lines through which gas wilil be 
transported from Texas and Kansas 
to Illinois, to disclose under oath 
the cost of right-of-way pipe line 
construction, maintenance and op- 
eration, known or estimated, and to 
disclose its depreciation method 
and chart, and the method or the- 
ory upon which annual amortization 
will be charged by both Panhandle 
Eastern and the Panhandle-Illinois 
pipe line companies, as well as the 
interest or return proposed to be 
earned by each company.

TARIFF COMMISSION HEAD 
CALLS U. S, POLICY ‘LIBERAL’ 


Oct. 6.—The 
flexible provision of the United 
States tariff law was described to- 
day by Chairman Fletcher of the 
Tariff Commission as providing a 
“much more liberal application of 
tariff policy than obtains anywhere 
else.’ 

Addressing the Pan-Amefi-an 
Commercial Conference, Fletcher 
told the delegates from 20 Latin- 
American republics how they could 
act toward bringing about chanyes 
in the duties desired. 

Fletcher called attention to the 
provision of the tariff law under 
which duties can be increased or 
lowered 50 per cent by the Tariff 
Commission with approval of the 
President. He added: 

“This commission is open to al! 
alike; to the foreigner who thinks 
the éxisting duty too high, and to 
the domestic producer, farmer or 
manufacturer who thinks it is too 
low.”’ 

Already, the chairman said, the 
commission had recommended de- 
creases on imports valued at $40,- 
000,000 and increases on imports 
valued at $5,900,000. 

“In 1928," Fletcher said, “we 
admitted duty free 69 per cent of 
our imports from your countries; 
in 1929, 67 per cent; in 1930, 69 
per cent; and imports from your 
countries indicate this percentage 
will be even higher for 1931.” 


CONFERENCE TO EXPEDITE 
DIRECT RELIEF TO VETERANS 


President Hoover Approves Seven- 
Day Meeting Which Will 
Start Oct. 26. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 6. — Presi- 
dent Hoover today approved Plans 
for a seven-day conference of Vet- 
erans’ Administration officials here 
designed to secure economy and ex- 
pedite “direct relief to the veter- 
ans of all wars.’’ 
The conference will begin Oct. 
26. 
Frank T. Hines, administrator of 
veterans’ affairs, said after a con- 
ference at the White House that 
Hoover approved of the move 
which was designed also to devise 
“ways and means to simplify the 
procedure of the combined activi- 
ties represented in the veterans’ 
administration.” 
The American Legion, the Veter- 
ans of Foreign Wars, and the Dis- 
abled American Veterans of the 
World War, Hines said, will be in- 
vited to the conference along with 
managers of the veteran’s adminis- 
tration’s field activities. 
“With the basic organization of 
the veterans’ administration now 
practically completed,” Hines aid, 
“I feel that the time is opportune 
for a closer co-ordination of effort 
and a general catching-up of any 
remaining loose ends which tend 
toward waste of time or money in 
the rendering of service to the vet- 
erans.”

when the Reichstag convenes, Oc- 
tober 13. 

With the social Democrats rest- 
less over wage reductions, the con- 
tinual outbursts of dissatisfaction 
with Curtius from parties support- 
ing the Government made the cab- 
inet’s position acutely embarrass- 
ing. 

Curtius’s successor is at present 
problematical, although Baron von 
Neurath, Ambassador to London, 
has been prominently mentioned. 

The ill-fated Austro-German 
customs treaty was regarded as 
having contributed more than any 
other one thing to the situation 
leading to tke Foreign Minister’s 
resignation. His rightist enemies 
assailed him from the first as too 
meek in representing the country’s 
interests. 

Curtius succeeded the late Gus- 
tave Stresemann, his political fath- 
er, as Foreign Minister in the cab- 
inet of Herman Mueller in October 
of 1929. When that ministry re- 
signed in March, 1930, he was 
again selected to guide Germany’s 
foreign affairs. He was Chancel- 
lor for a brief period in 1927. 

He has been subjected recently 
to criticism over the abandonment 
of the Austro-German customs 
pact and its subsequent disapproval 
by the World Court. National So- 
tialists and Nationalists particular- 
ly have agitated against his policy 
of rapprochement with France.

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MORE DIVORCES IN CHICAGO 
THAN IN NEW YORK CITY 


Stringent Laws in Latter Metropolis 
Are Reason, U. S. Census 
Bureau Says. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 6. — Cen- 
sus Bureau compilation shows 17,- 
288 men and 22,532 women in the 
divorced ranks in Chicago, a 339,- 


28,071—10,677 men and 17,394 
women, 

New York's population of mar- 
riageable age totaled 5,242,262 as 
against Chicago’s 2,562,986, a clear 
indication that the lesser number 
of divorces in the larger city was 
not governedad™by the law of aver- 
ages, but by New York’s stringent 
divorce law. 

In turn Chicago’s high mark was 
almost equaled by Los Angeles with 
39,370 divorces in a marriageable 
population less by 1,567,940 than 
that of Chicago. 

Philadelphia, with a marriage- 
able population of 1,464,569° as 


against Los’ Angeles’ 995,046, had 


29,443 fewer divorced. Detroit, with 
1,140,599 of marriageable age, had 
19,904 divorced as against Phila- 
delphia’s 9927. 

Smaller cities also bore out the 
apparently westward trend of di- 
vorce. Boston, with 587,587 mar- 
riageables, had 3787 fewer.divorces 
than Kansas City, Mo., with but 
317,669 marriageables. The divorce 
count was: Boston, 5340; Kansas 
City, 9127. 

The highest percentage of mar- 
ried men 66.3 was in Wichita, Kan., 
the lowest 48.9 in San Francisco. 
The highest percentage of married 
women was 71.1 in Flint, Mich.; 
the lowest 47.6 in Cambridge, Mass.

When Chiswell D. Langhorne of Virginia, called his 
daughter, Nancy Witcher ‘‘boss of the bunch” of his good- 
looking and headstrong girls, he little guessed that later, 
in the Mother of Parliaments, the little red-headed lady 
would by sheer eloquence and verve be boss of a bunch of 
hard-headed, suave-tongued politicians. Yet that is what 
Lady Astor is when she is truly aroused. 
It seems only right that the American wife of an Amer- 
can-English Viscount should represent in the English 
Parliament the very town from which the Pilgrim Fathers 
set sail. England suffered an incalculable loss when she 
drove out those determined men of religion, but America 
has generously given back good for evil in the form of this 
brilliant woman of politics. 
The first woman to enter the House of Commons as a 


in the fight for women’s emancipation. If this first 
woman in politics had been a frump or a “blue-stocking”’ 
or a curiosity of any sort, there is no doubt that no miore 
of her sex would have won past the gloomy portals. But 
she is no fanatic—rather a judicious mixture of the Pil- 
grim simplicity and the Virginian good taste. 

She dresses in sober colors for the House—most usually 
in black; she moves in her constituency of Plymouth as a 
woman among women, understanding the wives and 
soothing the babies because sheds being natural, and not 
because it is an unpleasant duty. She has talked to me on 
intricate points of journalism as readily and accurately as 
she does on difficulties of politics. She is essentially a 
feminist in the best sense of béing a true woman, yet she 
can triumph even over the lures of Parisian creations in 
the interests of her ideals as easily as she vanquishes an 
opponent in the House. “Men have more time than women 
in which to think,” she once said, “because they do not 
change the length of their trousers every two years as 


women do their skirts.” 


ADY ASTOR does not smoke or drink and it is her

It was, per- 
haps, unchivalrous, for Lady Astor had been fighting her 
point on and off for hours and had been in the House all 
night. 

It was € o’diock in the morning when Sir Frederick 
gathered his notes together and prepared to rise. 

“I shall hold onto your coat-tails and prevent you ris- 
ing!’ said Lady Astor, between laughter and tears, for she 
knew her enemy's ability to talk for time. 

“You are not strong enough!”” smiled Sir Frederick 
grimly as he rose and commenced his speech with the 
words: “I wonder if the Honorable Lady Member has 
ever taken any violent exercise.’’ 

“Oh, how I would like to take some violent exércise

“A woman is always thinking of the world she wants to 
make for her children,” she has said, and she struggles to 
make her own country of America give the League the 
power to make that world more safe. ‘Call it the League 
of Nations or whatever you like,” she exclaimed once in 
America. “Give it a new name every day, but do give ita 
chance!” 

And yet, with all these activities—and she is undoubtedly 
one of the “big six” of the House of Commons—she con- 
trives to have ample time for her more personal woman- 
ly duties. Any one who has ever attended one of the ban- 
quets at the big house in St. James Square, in the heart of 
London, knows that in all England and America there is 
not her peer as a hostess, for she is quick in word and 
deed td make all her guests feel at home with her and 
with each other.

HE early dementia praecox suf- 

ferer does not show any typical 
" Or characteristic signs or symp- 
toms, either constitutional or be- 
havioristic. 


And yet, when an ‘experienced | 
person reviews his physical make- | 
up and his behavior pattern, the 
inadequate adjustments are usually 
perceptible. 


To the untrained observer the po- 
tential praecox patient appears lit- 
tle more than odd, yet there is a 
suspicious something in this “odd- 
ness. ve 

The normal person, especially the 
adolescent, is subject to varied 
moods. At times, upon adequate 
cause, he is elated, self-assured, 
buoyant. 


The mood and its corresponding 
pattern of behavior may prevail for 
a day or two and then usually gives 
way to a calmcr attitude. 

Or again, on proper provocation, 
the individual may be moody, de- 
pressed and in consequence with- 
draw from the crowd. 

Here, too, the feeling will prevail 
for a while and then be dissipated 
by ordinary events. 


But with the dementia praecox 
candidate the pendulum of emo- 
tional moods swings to further ex- 
tremes, and remains at the extreme 
for inordinate lengths of tire. 
Also, significantly, there is little 
apparent rélation between the 
events that lead to the emotional 
state and the intensity of the re- 
action. 


The young person who is persist- 
ently moody or elated, whose beha- 
vior bears no proportionate rela- 
tion to his every-day experiences, 
whose interests, be they work, study 
or people, appear too confined and 
too exclusively fixed; the over- 
sensitive, timid and hesitant per- 
eon; and the one given to sudden 
and violent changes—these persons 
give notice in their behavior of the 
strain to. which they ,are subject 
and of the inadequacy of their ad- 
justments. 

Out of this group will come most 
of the dementia patients. Here the 
ministering guidance of the sypma- 
thetic and understanding physician 
may forestall disaster.
